CITY DECIDES AGAINST 


PAYING RELIEF RENT 


Estimate Board After Meeting 
With Aldermen Says No 
Funds Are Available. 


The city will not provide rent 
payments for persons on relief, 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment announced in a statement 
today after a meeting with the Re- 
lief Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen, 

Thus in the announcement — 


administration of relief is — 
a function of the State Social Se- 
curity Commission. The joint meet- 
ing was held at the request of 
Tom K Smith, chairman of the 
commission’s St. Louis Advisory 
Board, who declared last week that 
the local relief situation was “in- 
complete and serious.” 


Purpose of the meeting was to 
consider whether the city should 
resume relief appropriations to pay 
rent for “totally resourceless” fam- 
ilies on the relief roll. 

‘The statement said the meeting 
decided it would be a mistaken 
policy to attempt payment of rents 
in any cases unless it were done in 
all cases. To attempt payment in 
all cases, the statement went on, 
would involve expenditure of a 
prohibitive sum in view or the city's 
present deficit and fact that it 
had exhausted all available ave- 
nues of additional revenue. 


“It matters not how great the 
need may be,” the statement said, 
“it cannot be met unless there is 
a fund somewhere from which the 
money can be drawn. So far as 
the city is concerned it is absolute- 
ly without such a fund and abso- 
lutely without means of raising it.” 


It was pointed out once more 
that the State has on hand an un- 
appropriated and unexpended bal- 
ance of about $6,000,000 in sales 
tax funds. | 

It was the consensus at the meet- 
ing, the statement continued, that 
if an attempt were made to comply 
with the request of the Advisory 
Board, it would amount to‘an ad- 
mission that rents be paid in all re- 
lief cases or would result in charges 
of favoritism.

years old,

time. He was suffering from a 
complication of ailments. Last 
week he had another relapse. Only 


members of his family, including 
his wife, were with him when he 
died. His daughter, Mrs. Gordon 
Auchincloss, and her husband also 
were there. | 

House was first reported serious- 
ly ill of pleurisy on March 4 by 
Dr. Paul B. Sheldon, his physician. 
Since then he had been confined 
to his home, where he died.

He became personal representative 
of President Wilson to European 
Governments in 1914, 1915 and 1916. 
In 1917, Wilson appointed House 
to gather and organize data to be 
used at the eventual peace confer- 
ence, and he served as special rep- 
resentative of this country at the 
inter-allied conference of Premiers 
and Foreign Ministers in Paris 
Nov. 29, 1917. 

He again represented the Presi- 
dent in the Supreme War Council 
at Versailles, Dec. 1, 1917. On Oct. 
17, 1918, he was designated to act 
for the United States in the nego- 
tiation of an armistice with the 
Central Powers. 

He was the last survivor of the 
American signatories of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

To the end, he believed in the 
League of Nations, insisting it held 
the greatest possibilities for the 
solution of many of the world’s 
problems. Only last year he gave 
his opinion that the United 8 
would have joined the League if 
Wilson had retained his health. 

The “little gray man from Tex- 
as” always treasured the memory 
of his friendship with Wilson. He 
could never understand the sudden 
break in their association; and 
spoke of it as a “tragic mystery.”

An 
empty oil storage barge was towed 
to safety by a motorboat, and two 
other barges were not damaged.

separate statute. The fact that it 
is found in a statute imposing oth- 
er regulations, or that it precedes 
the applitation of the others, does 
not deprive it of its essential char- 
acter and its capacity to stand 
alone. 

Regulation requiring the sub- 
mission of information is a fa- 
miliar category. Information bear- 
ing upon activities which are with- 
in the range of- congressional pow- 
er may be sought not only by con- 
gressional investigation as an aid 
to appropriate legislation, but 
through the continuous supervision 
of an administrative body. 

“Congress may use this meth- 
od in connection with a compre- 
hensive scheme of regulation, as, 
for example, in the case of the In- 
terstate Commerce Prax beans and 
the Federal Communication Com- 
mission; or Congress may employ 
this informatory process independ- 
ently. ” 

All Kinds of “Literature.” 

The Chief Justice said the dr- 
dinance “manifestly applies to 
pamphlets, magazines and periodi- 
cals.” 

“Whether in actual administra- 
tion the ordinance is applied, as ap- 
parently it could be, to newspapers 
does not appear,” he added. 

“The ordinance is not limited to 
‘literature’ that is obscene or of- 
fensive to public morals, or that 
advocates unlawful conduct. There 
is no suggestion that the pamphlet 
and the magazine distributed in the 
instant case were of that char- 
acter. The ordinance embraces 
‘literature’ in the widest sense.” 

The invalidated ordinance said: 

“That the practice of distfibut- 
ing, either by hand or otherwise, 
circulars, handbooks, advertising 
or literature of any kind, whether 
said articles are being delivered 
free, or whether same are being 
sold, within the limits of the City 
of Griffin, without first obtaining 
written permission from the City 
Manager of the City of Griffin, 
such practice shall be deemed a 
nuisance, and punishable as an of- 
fense against the City of Griffin.”

CHARGE PURCHASES MADE NOW, PAYABLE IN MAY

WASHINGTON, March 28.— 
President Roosevelt sent to Con- 


gress today, without recommenda- 
tion other than for “most careful 


consideration,” Hungary's proposal 
for settlement of its debt to the 
United States. 

Hungary offered last Feb. 23 to 


pay the debt, arising from post- 


war relief aid, “100 cents on the 
dollar,“ but asked to be freed of 
obligations to pay any interest. 

The original debt was $1,685,000. 
Hungary has paid $478,000 in prin- 
cipal and interest and proposed 
that this be deducted, leaving the 
total obligation $1,207,000, to be 
paid in 30 annual, non-interest- 
bearing installments, 

“A&A Noteworthy Wish.” 

Roosevelt told Congress: 

J believe the proposals of the 
Hungarian Government should re- 
ceive the most careful considera- 
tion of the Congress. They repre- 
sent a noteworthy wish and effort 


jof the Hungarian Government to 


meet its obligations to this Govern- 
ment, 

“In its simplest terms, the offer 
of the Hungarian Government is 
to repay to the United States the 
whole of the relief loan but with- 
out payment of interest hereon.” 

The President added: 

“It has, of course, been the con- 
sistent policy of the United States 
to consider each debt in the light 
of the circumstances of the debtor 
Government and it is with this in 
view that the Hungarian communi- 
cation is transmitted to the Con- 


Treasury officials have estimated 
that the principle of Hungary’s 
proposal, if applied to all Govern- 
mental debtors to this country, 
would mean a scaling down of the 
indebtedness from approximately 
12 billion dollars to $7,500,000,000. 

Relief Not War Debt. 

The President’s message recalled 
the background of Hungary’s debt. 

“The indebtedness of the Gov- 
ernment of Hungary to the Govern- 
ment of the United States is not 
a war debt,” he said, “but is prop- 
erly designated as a relief debt.” 

It was contracted May, 1920, 
through the sale of flour by the 
United States to famished, post- 
war Hungary. 

The original indebtedness of $1, 
685,835 was funded April, 1924, into 
bonds aggregating $1,939,000, ma- 
turing in 62 years. The interest 
rate was 3 per cent for the first 
10 years, 3% per cent thereafter. 

Although some Congressmen have 
suggested that Hungary perhaps 
was propmted to make its debt 
proposal by one of the big debtor 
nations, the President said: 

“The Hungarian Government has 
now come forward of its own ini- 
tiative in an effort to reach an 
agreement with the United States 
Government under which the relief 
indebtedness can cso be discharged 
in full.” 

He advised Congress that the 
Hungarian Government had called 
attention to the similarity of its 
proposal and that made by Austria 
in 1930 which was accepted by Con- 
gress.

Smith did not sign a production- 
control agreement, hence was re- 
quired to pay a sale tax when his 
product was marketed. 


Court Holds Labor Act Applies to 
Fruit Packing Company. 
The Supreme Court ruled the 
National. Labor Relations Act was 
applicable to the Santa Cruz Fruit 
Packing Co, of Oakland, Cal, 
whieh ships leas 40 per cent 
of its product into interstate com- 
merce. In a decision delivered by 
Chief Justice Hughes, the tribunal 
affirmed a ruling by the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals holding 
the company subject to the legis- 
lation guaranteeing collective bar- 
gaining to workmen and prohibit- 
ing unfair labor practices. 
“It would be difficult,” Justice 
Hughes said, “to find a case in 
which unfair labor practices had 
a more direct effect on interstate 
and foreign commerce. 
“The relief afforded by the board 
(National Labor Relations Board) 
in requiring petitioner to desist 
from the unfair labor practices con- 
demned by the act and to rein- 
state the discharged employes with 
back pay, was properly sustained 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and its order is affirmed.” 
Justices Butler and McReynolds 
dissented. Justices Cardozo and 
Reed did not participate. 
The dissenting opinion, given by

All the known examples of the 
field are manifestations of energy. 
Matter and energy have been shown 
for many years to be interchange- 
able. Energy has actual weight, 
though ever so slight.

Planet Mercury as Example. 

An exaniple of a sort of halfway 
station, where the field is not mat- 
ter, yet is not like anything known 
on earth, is cited by Einstein as 
the planet Mercury. 

Mercury is the closest to the sun 
of all planets. It is in a much 
stronger part of the sun's gravita- 
tional and electromagnetic field 
than any other planet. , 

This fact, says Einstein, should 
cause Mercury to move differently 
than earth and the other planets 
as it circles the sun. It is a fact 
known to astronomers that Mer- 
cury does move differently. 

Mercury circles the sun in an 
elliptical orbit like other planets. 
But unlike other planets, Mercury's 
orbit itself is slowly revolving. The 
stronger field close to the sun is 
held responsible for Einstein. 

Indication that his is the correct 
explanation is the fact that his rela- 
tivity predicted Mercury’s action 
for the first time, and that the 
predictions were found to agree 
with Mercury's movements as seen 
through telescopes.

A “Man of Mystery.”

As his 3 war contemporaries 
knew him, he was the “little gray 
man from Texas.” His forefathers 
were of Dutch extraction—the name 
was originally Huis—but had lived 
in England for many generations. 
His father arrived fh Texas when 
it was still part of Mexico. House 
was graduated from a grammar 
school in New Haven, Conn., and 
attended Cornell University. In 
1881 he married Miss Lucille Hunt- 
er of Austin. Their two daughters 
are Mrs. Randolph Tucker of Bos- 
ton and Mrs, Gordon Auchincloss 
of New York. He entered politics 
in Texas in 1892. In the nomina- 
tion and election of Governors 
Hogg, Culberson, Sears and Lan- 
ham, he is said to have had a con- 
siderable influence. 


A Governors “Colonel.” 


Gov. Hogg provided House with 
the title “Colonel” by appointing 
him, entirely without his knowledge, 
to the Governor’s staff. House 
gave the uniform that went with 
the title to an ancient and grateful 
darkey. The title proved to be 
more adhesive. House, who all his 
life avoided offices and titles, be- 
came and remained, despite his pro- 
test, Col. House, or “The Colonel.” 
The title often rose up to plague 
him. On June 1, 1914, he wrote 
that when at table with Kaiser 
Wilhelm II: “Most of my time at 
luncheon was spent in explaining 
the kind of Colonel I was—not a 
real one in the European sense, 
but, as we would say in America, 
a geographical one. My explana- 
tion finally reached von Falken- 
hayn’s consciousness, but my neigh- 
bor (a Saxon General) was hope- 
legsly befuddled and continued to 
the last to discuss army technique.” 


Ten Years With Wilson. 


House is best remembered for his 
association with President Wood- 
row Wilson which began at their 
first meeting and was broken off as 
abruptly nearly 10 years later. To 
the end House treasured the mem- 
ory of his friendship with Wilson, 
and the end of the extraordinary 
comradeship, which had carried 
them through national and world 
crises together, was to House him- 
self, “a tragic mystery.” 

In a letter to his friend, Prof. 
Charles Seymour of Yale University 
who compiled his papers, House 
wrote: “There were many doors in 
the temple that men of old reared 
to their gods, to the sun and to 
the moon. Behind the innermost 
door dwelt the mysteries. And now 
you, who have had access to my 
most intimate papers ask me to 
unlock the innermost door—a door 
to which I have no key. My sep- 
aration from Woodrow Wilson was, 
and is to me, a tragic mystery 
a mystery that now can never be 
dispelled, for its explanation lies 
buried with him. Theories I have, 
and theories they must remain. 
Never during the years we worked 
together, was there an unkind or 
an impatient word written or 
spoken, and this, to me, is an abid- 
ing consolation. While our friend- 
ship was not of long duration, it 
was as close as human friendship 
can grow to be. To this, his late 
letters and mine bear silent testi- 
mony. Until a shadow fell between 
us, I never had a more considerate 
friend and my devotion to his mem- 
ory remains and will remain un- 
changed.” 

The question of the extent of 
House’s influence on Wilson has 
ee the subject of much specula- 

on. 


First Meeting With Wilson. 


House had been working for Wil- 
son's presidential boom for some 
time before the Governor of New 
Jersey heard of his silent ally. The 
first time House’s name was men- 
tioned to Wilson is said to have 
been on a Sunday in the summer of 
1911, when Walter Hines Page, lat- 
er Ambassador to Great Britain, 
and Edward S. Martin, editor of 
Life, motored to Princeton to dis- 
cuss the presidential situation with 
Wilson. Page remarked: “By the 
way, Governor, a man named House 
is working for you down in Texas.

Tou ought to meet him. He has 
ideas.” Wilson then wrote House, 
telling him how much he appre- 
ciated his services and saying he 
would like to arrange a meeting 
with him. 

They met for the first time in 
House’s room in Hotel Gotham in 
New York and were friends from 
the moment they shook hands. 

“Congenial Souls.” 

“We talked and talked,” said 
House. “We knew each other for 
congenial souls at the very begin- 
ning.” “House is a man of remarka- 
ble ability,” said Wilson later. “He 
can hold things off at arm's length 
and discuss them without being 
mixed up.” 

Although House held no party post 
in the Wilson campaign, his har- 
monizing of conflicting forces was 
rated a factor in Wilson’s election 
to the presidency in 1912. Friends 
said he had much to do with get- 
ting Bryan to support Wilson at the 
Baltimore convention. Theodore 
Roosevelt headed the Bull Moose 
ticket that year, Taft, the Regu- 
lar Republican and Wilson the 
Democratic. House’s advice was: 
“Sit tight, make no mistakes, and 
let Roosevelt elect us.“ 

In the fall of 1912, House closed 
his house in Austin and took an 
apartment in New York so he could 
be near when Wilson wished to 
consult him. The visits of the 
President-elect began to attract pub- 
lic notice to House. Wilson would 
often disappear from the capital 
at Trenton and turn up next in 
House’s apartment at 115 East Fif- 
ty-third street. The apartment be- 
gan to be known as the American 
No. 10 Downing street.“ 


Part in Forming Cabinet, 

His friends urged House to en- 
ter the President's Cabinet, but he 
said he felt he could be more use- 
ful if not tied down by the rou- 
tine. He was credited, however, 
with the selection of several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. David F. Hous- 
ton, chancellor of Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, when he was 
made Secretary of Agriculture, was 
quoted as saying that he was named 
for the Cabinet before he had ever 
met Wilson personally. He had 
been president of the University of 
Texas and had known House in 
Austin. 

A writer gives this picture of 
House at that time: “A man of 
slight figure, perhaps five feet, six 
inches in height, of a thin, oval 
cast of countenance, adorned by a 
short stubby mustache over a firm, 
yet sensitive mouth, which in turn 
curved over a strong chin. The 
voice is soft and low and modest. 
He seems in constant and delightful 
agreement with his auditor. A cer- 
tain Oriental, almost Chinese, self- 
effacement abides with the person- 
ality of Col. House. He is never 
servile, but always servihg.” 

In the early days of the Wilson 
administration House took a deep 
interest in the currency reform bill 
and Federal Reserve bank legisla- 


tion. 
Mission to Europe. 

Three months before the World 
War broke out Wilson sent House 
to Europe secretly, to endeavor to 
convince the governments of Ger- 
many, Great Britain and France of 
their danger. At first, House thought 
the Kaiser was the one man, if any 
who could control the destinies of 
‘Europe, and he went abroad de- 
termined to make the greatest et- 
fort with him. What the Texan 
said to the Kaiser was never made 
public, but House indicated later 
he was convinced the Kaiser was a 
less potent figure than some of his 
military leaders. German, French 
and British statesmen refused to 
take House’s warning of the imml- 
nence of war seriously. Later he 
himself expressed amazement at the 
speed with which it came. 

This was the first of many trips 
abroad made by House as a special 
representative of President Wilson. 
Through House the President kept 
intimately informed on the trend 
of events behind the scenes in 


When the armistice was proposed 
House went to Versailles as the 
representative of Wilson 


personal 
and held conferences with Lloyd 


George, Clemenceau and other 
leaders among the Allies. Later 
chosen a delegate to the peace con- 
ference, House, because of his inti- 
macy with the President, was to a 
large extent the medium of com- 
municating the American point of 
view. Although Wilson was present 
in person in Paris, much of the 
detail of personal conference pro- 
ceeded through House. 


First Evidence of Rift. 


At me peace conference was the 
first time House worked with the 
President in an official capacity. 
There for the first time there were 
evidences of a slight break in the 
confidence that existed between 
them. There were no signs of fric- 
tion, however, when they parted in 
Paris June 29, 1919—never to moet 
again. 

In August newspapers published 
a story about a breach between Wil- 
son and House. On Aug. 26 House 
cabled the President from London: 
“Our annual falling out seems to 
have occurred. The Foreign Office 
received a cable the other day say- 
ing we were no longer on good 
terms and asking that the Prime 
Minister and Balfour be informed. 
I am wondering where this particu- 
lar story originated.” 

Wilson in reply cabled: “Am deep- 
ly distressed by malicious story 
about break between us and thank 
you for message about it. Best way 
is to treat it with silent contempt.” 

Four days after sending his last 
cable to House, the President start- 
ed on a tour of the United States 
in support of the League of Nations, 
which ended in his collapse. In- 
formed by cable of the President’s 
breakdown, House planned to re- 
turn to testify before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in be- 
half of the peace treaty—the Sen- 
ate was opposed to ratifying the 
treaty without reservations—but 
House was taken ill on board ship 
and thus, at a moment when the 
cause to which each had devoted 
his main interest was at stake, Wil- 
son was on a sickbed in Washington

Judge Explains Sentences. 

Judge Otis delivered an extend- 
ed address on the reason for his 
sentences and the -significance of 
his action. He took into careful 
acéount the circumstances of each 
individual. As he spoke at length, 
Mrs. Fellers began to weep. When 
her husband was sentenced, she 
collapsed in his arms and later 
held his hand. He comforted her. 

Judge Otis said that the case 
must be viewed in the light of other 
vote fraud cases. He was careful 
to point out that he had in mind 
only those which have been tried, 
not those docketed for future trial. 
As has been told; no acquittals 
have been returned. Referring to 
the past cases in connection with 
the one he had under consideration, 
Judge Otis said: . 

“They revealed a general situa- 
tion in a great city. That must 
be taken into consideration. The 
punishment must be influenced by 
all the facts and circumstances of 
which we have knowledge. 

“The purpose is not only to pun- 
ish the individual, but to prevent 
others from doing the same thing. 
It is a very cancer eating at the 
vitals of the whole city and state. 
The punishment must be more se- 
vere than in an isolated case. 

“One might be justified in merely 
extending a reprimand if not deal- 
ing with a situation which might 
destroy the republic if not curbed. 
This is a time of national peril.”

“I am frank to say I do not 
know what I would have done un- 
der those circumstances. No man 
knows.” . 

Judge Otis recalled the widely- 
known quotation, “There but for 
the grace of God go I,” but said 
punishment must be assessed “for 
the sake of our fellow citizens.” 

Leniency for Mrs. Fellers. 

After sentencing Fellers to the 
penitentiary, he extended clem- 
ency to his wife, after asking her 
about her children and observing 
that he was inclined to be “on the 
side of mercy, although there are 
plenty to say I make mistakes.” 

When it comes to vote fraud 
trials, he indicated, the theory that 
men and women are equal before 
the law is not a fact. With some 
exceptions, he said, women are not 
so responsible nor have they had 
the years of experience at polling 
places, The Judge described Nic- 
oli, the Democratic judge who con- 
fessed all, as “a.man of extraordi- 
nary intelligence.” But “he knew 
some citizens were being deprived 
of their votes and did not lift a 
ory to prevent it,” Judge Otis 
said.

Cable Sent to Roosevelt, Congress 
After Mass Meeting at Manila 
for Immediate Independence.

MANILA, March 28.—The recall 
of Paul V. McNutt, United States 
High Commissioner of the Philip- 
pine Islands, was demanded today 
in. a message sent to President 
Roosevelt by the People’s Front. 

McNutt recently advocated that 
the United States, because of un- 
settled conditions in the Orient, 
retain sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines instead of extending full in- 
dependence to the Commonwealth 
in 1946, 

Members of the People’s Front 
after a mass meeting last night, 
sent the following message to Con- 
gress as well as to President Roose- 
velt: 

“Thousands at a mass meeting 
vehementiy oppose domination or 
retention and asked immediate in- 
dependence. Otherwise they fore- 
see bloodshed and social unrest. 
They demand the recall of McNutt, 
whose plan is incompatible with 
the people's freedom. They are 
grateful to America but hate im- 
perialism.” 

President Manuel Quezon and 
Commissioner Paul V. McNutt dis- 
cussed Philippine independence at 
length today and McNutt said “we 
had a very satisfactory conversa- 
tion.” 

The two talked over McNutt’s 
proposal for a “realistic re-examina- 
tion” of the whole question of free- 
dom for the islands, especially in 
view of the war in China.

The dam will be opened 
at times of high water to permit the 
uninterrupted flow of the stream, 
according to Lieutenant-Colonel P. 
S. Reinecke, the United States 
army district engineer in charge of 
the work. 

A thousand workmen are busy 
chopping down the thick woods 
along the Illinois River arm of the 
pool, or Alton Lake. That quiet, 
picturesque countryside is shroud- 
ed in the haze of their fires in 
which they burn unwanted timber. 
Along the Mississippi, between Al- 
ton and Grafton, the forests will 
not be cleared, because of labor 
troubles. Some time in the future 
the Government may return to do 
that job, but in the meantime the 
lake will rise around thousands of 
trees. 

$200,000 Power Control System. 

The exact time of closing the 33 
big steel gates of the dam will de- 
pend on the completion of the elec- 
tric cable installations of the $200,- 
000 power control and lighting sys- 
tem. This will be about the middle 
of April; the remainder of that sys- 
tem, the last item of the dam work, 
will be finished about June or July. 

The water level will not rush up 
so as to be noticeable when the 
gates are closed, but will rise grad- 
ually with the natural flow of the 
stream. When filled, the surface 
of the lake, just above the , will 
be 419 feet above mean sea lével, or 
18 inches higher than the arbitrary 
21-foot flood mark on the Alton 
Weather Bureau gauge. With the 
river rising last week, the level was 
still about 12 feet below the future 
lake stage. 

Officers of the Army Corps of 
Engineers, designers of the dam, 
cannot predict the stage at the time 
of closing the gates. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Reinecke said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that it would 
take from several weeks to several 
months, depending on river flow, to 
fill the lake. All excess water not 
needed for navigation downstream 
will be held in the pool. 

Flood Stages. 

Four times in the last 11 years 
the river has been flooded to a 
point higher than the prospective 
lake level. It was 7.7 feet higher 
in the great 1927 flood; six inches 
higher in November, 1928: 6.6 feet 
higher in April, 1929, and 5.4 feet 
higher June 8, 1935, three weeks 
before the start of work on the 
dam proper. Except in floods, a 
fairly constant pool level will be 
maintained. 

Alton Lake will reach upstream 
in the Mississippi for 38 miles to 
the next dam, a $5,500,000 structure 
being completed at Cap au, Gris, 
near Winfield, Mo. However, the 
Illinois River arm, due to the flat- 
ness of that stream, will extend 
for 80 miles, from the mouth at 
Grafton to a dam at La Grange, 
III., below Beardstown. 

Varying from half a mile to two 
miles in width, the lake will have 
an area of 40,000 acres, or 62% 
square miles, comprising 13,000 
acres of the present stream sur- 
faces, 15,000 acres of farm land 
acres 
of wooded land. 


Condemnation ‘Suits. 

For a comparatively small part 
of the 27,000 acres to be placed 
under water the Government has 
made agreements with the owners 
on the prices to be paid, but the 
figures have not been tabulated. 
This entire area is being covered 
by condemnation suits in United 
States District Courts. Petitions 
have been filed for about 90 per 
cent of the area and will be filed 
for the remainder, in Jersey and 
Greene counties, on the east side 
of the Illinois, within the next 
month, 

Extensive surveys were made to 
determine the exact borders of the 
lake and observation of past high 
water has confirmed their accura- 
cy. In the woods, painted blazes 
were made on trees along the 
edges, to guide the choppers. Where 
a forest has been cleared to this 
line, the border presents a perfect 
contour to the eye. Along the 
banks of the MDllinois in many 
places, and at some points inland, 
there are ridges of higher ground 
where many fine old trees will be 
left standing on little islands in 
the lake. 

The width of the wooded strips 
being cleared varies from 25 feet 
on steep banks or at the bases of 
bluffs to a mile and one-half in 
Calhoun County, above Grafton.

badly drafted, he could not say def- 
jnitely whether or not the Presi- 
dent has the power of removal, but 
only that he, Mr. Jackson, thinks 
the President ought to have it. 


There is no doubt that the stat- 
ute is unclear. For it provides three 
different ways of removing a di- 

or of the TVA. There is the 
underlying constitutional power of 
Congress to impeach and try a di- 
rector and remove him if the Sen- 
ate convicts him. There is the spe- 
cial statutory power (Section 4F) 
to remove him by concurrent reso- 
lution of the Senate and the House. 
There is the special statutory power 
{Section 6) vested in the President 
which clearly gives him the right 
to remove if he thinks the directors 
are playing politics, and under any 
reasonable rule of interpretation 
@ would give him the right to remove 
or other kinds of misconduct. 
Now if Mr. Jackson is right in 
aiming that T V A is “an execu- 
tive agency” and not an independ- 
ent commission, why did Congress 
provide itself with a special way 
of removing directors? Mr. Jack- 
son argues that “the legislative his- 
tory of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority Act contains no such indica- 
tions” that Congress thought the 
directors exercised quasi-legislative 
or quasi-judicial functions.

So, although the statute itself is 
not clear, what Congress had in 
mind is fairly obvious.

He will, I think, come to regret 
his little triumph, and his discerning 
friends will wish he had had more 
wisdom and less smartness, more 
statesmanship and less showman- 
ship. In the long run, he must 
pay for this action. by finding that, 
for no good reason at all, he has 
multiplied the difficulties and in- 
tensified the opposition to all his 
projects of reform. For in destroy- 
ing the independence of the T V A 
he has made a crucial demonstra- 
tion that insofar as he is concerned, 
social reform is synonymous with 
the aggrandizement of the personal 
power of the President. ‘ 

* * 

That is the very thing that the 
New Dealers ought to be most con- 
cerned to avoid, and if their brains 
were equal to their sympathies, 
their wisdom equal to their inten- 
tions and their intelligence, if they 
had as much insight as they are 
clever, they would never fail to 
remember that the expansion of 
government is unworkable and in- 
tolerable if it results in concentrat- 
ing too much power in the hands 
of one overworked and fallible in- 
dividual. They would remember, 
for example, that what destroyed 
their greatest experiment, the N R 
A, was a careless over-concentra- 
tion of delegated power. 

They would realize that all their 
major reforms call for the creation 
of agencies which administer great 


properties, control great funds and 
have authority to intervene in in- 
numerable transactions. If they 
cannot or will not find a way to 
separate these agencies from the 
personal control of the party leader, 
if they will not tolerate the inde- 
pendence of these agencies, if they 
insist upon subordinating all the 
legislative and judicial functions of 
these agencies to the chief execu- 
tive, they compel those who believe 
in their objectives to oppose their 
methods.

The President spoke scornfully 
at Gainesville on Wednesday of 
those who find themselves forced 
to oppose him on so many issues 
because they distrust his methods. 
He implied that they are not sin- 
cere. But he is mistaken. The 
T V Ais a very clear case in point. 
Here, for example, is a great ob- 
jective. Here there was an agency 
designed to reach that objective. 
And then, because of a personal 
quarrel arising out of what was 
almost certainly at bottom an hon- 
est difference of opinion, Mz. 
Roosevelt has destroyed the inde- 
pendence of that agency and thus 
obliterated the very thing about it 
which inspired confidence in the 
T V A as a new experiment in 


government.

AM convinced by experience with my “Three Weeks’ Reducing 

Diet” and the study of mildly obese individuals, that at least 95 

per cent of all people who are overweight are that way because 
they eat too much. They may not think that they do and they may 
blame it on glands or some mysterious 
constitutional factor, but when they go on 
an even moderately reducing diet they 
begin to lose weight, which proves the 
point. 

This is in accordance with the latest 
and most scientific researches on nutrition 
of the school of Newburgh of Ann Arbor 
and Evans of Pittsburgh. The ductless 
glands may be responsible in some (and 
extreme) cases of obesity, but certainly 
not more than 5 per cent. 

The causes for failure of so-called re- 
ducing diets include: 

1. Even when they know the principles 

DR. CLENDENING. and the caloric value of foods, people do 
not like to plan their own diets. They are always putting it off until 
tomorrow. I am, therefore, reproducing in the next few weeks daily 
a diet for three meals, which can be used both for reduction of weight 
and maintenance at proper weight. 

2. Lunch away from home and, therefore, lunch away from the 
diet, dining out, the we-won’t-count-this-one system—in other words, 
not sticking to the diet. To remedy this, you can cut your diet slip 
out and carry it around with you all day. Any restaurant will be 
able to fix up the lunch devised and should be able to do it cheap. 

The dangers of reducing are: 

1. You may not be a proper subject for it. In general, you 
can calculate your ideal weight by multiplying the number of 
inches over five feet by 5 ½ and adding 110. Thus 5 feet 5 inches 
by 5% is 27%, plus 110 is 137%. If you are five pounds over this, 
you do not need a reducing diet; if you are 10 pounds over it, go 
on for two weeks; if 15 pounds, go on for three weeks, etc. 

2. Danger of an unbalanced diet. The diet devised has enough 
protein, enough vitamins and minerals and enough quickly con- 
vertible energy. It does not have storage energy, but the obese 
person has storage energy in his own fat which, when it is oxidized, 
is what causes reduction. 

Here's a diet that can be tried tomorrow: 

BREAKFAST: A giass of orange juice; one piece of dry toast; 
cup of black coffee. 

LUNCH: Tomato juice; a serving of cottage cheese; one small 
thin slice of meat—ham or beef; one cracker; coffee or tea without 
cream or sugar. 

SUPPER» Two eggs, any way; one slice of toast; tomato and 
lettuce salad; a slice of pineapple or an apple; coffee or tea without 
cream or sugar. ‘
